An event of unusual interest to Commission employees will be the 
Federal Woman's Award dinner to be held in the Presidential Room of

This is an entirely new honor for women, and awards will be presented 
at the banquet to six outstanding Federal career women. Commissioner 
Barbara Bates Gunderson, who is Chairman of the Federal Woman's Award 
Board, had the initial idea for the awards and pushed it through to a 
successful conclusion. 


Roger W. Jones and Commissioner Frederick J. Lawton, who were active 
in the Woman's Award preliminaries, will attend the banquet, as will 
Chairman-designate John W. Macy. 


The six recipients of the award, who will be honored at the banquet, 
were chosen from among 7 women nominated by their agencies. Miss 
Evelyn Harrison, Deputy Director, Bureau of Programs and Standards, was 
the Commission's nominee. The judges were former Commissioner Frances 
Perkins, now affiliated with Cornell University; Bruce Gould, Editor- 
publisher, the Ladies Home Journal; Erwin D. Canhem, Editor, Christian 
Science Monitor; George Romey, President, American Motors Corporations 
and David Brinkley, News Commentator, National Broadcasting Company. 


Commissioner Gunderson will be master of ceremonies at the banquet, 
and most of us know the outstanding job that she does in this role. 
Since she will shartly take leave of us, the banquet will provide us 
with an opportunity to honor her. She has been one of the all-time best 
salesmen of the Federal merit system. 


The price of the banquet tickets is $7250, and they are available from 
Fred Windbeck, Room 223 Main Building, extension 4795.
